THE WHIRLPOOL RAPIDS. 


My ferrety-faced friend had taken his 
stand on the extreme edge of the cliff, and 
was relieving his feelings by spitting into 
the pool, He spat far out, as if he hoped 
to hit ' The Maid of the Mist,’’ the tiny 
steamer that was darting in and out of 
the clouds of spray some hundreds of feet 
below: A Hebrew vendor of postcards and 
quartz ornaments came along.

And so healthy, well-fed women will 
continue to force alleged. white heather 
on us, and able-bodied men wil} continue 
to rattle cans beneath our noses or chant 
little choruses about “. ... the price of 
a cup o’ tea.” Grimy-fisted children will 
go on pestering us with their imperative 
appeals of ‘‘ Gimme a penny,” and news- 
boys will continue in their never flaggin:: 
efforts to cadge an extra copper from their 
casual clients, 


Spain s Example. 


In Spain begging is a more serious oc- 
cupation. It 1s a skilled profession which 
calls for training and has no room for 
the amateurs. As a result the Spanish 
beggars, though more numerous than in 
Ireland, are tess annoying. Psychology, 
doubtless, forms a part of their prelimin- 
ary studies. At any rate, they usually 
can decide at the first refusal if it is worth 
their while to persist; and skill and 
ingenuity characterise their methods. 

Who, for example, could withstand the 
weeping mother with a dying child at 
home and a doctor’s prescription in ler 
hand? Who would not save the life of a 
widow’s only son by paying the few 
pesetas which a callous chemist has 
demanded in advance?

Cyclists’ Lights. 


I see that the Road Transport Lighting 
Act has come into force in Great Britain, 
and, I presume, also in Northern Ireland. 
The lighting-up time remains the same 
during the summer time period, but after 
that vehicles have to carry front and rear 
lights up to half an hour before sunrise 
and half an hour after sunset, instead of 
an hour as heretofore. Pedal bicycles 
also have to carry red reflectors in the rear 
as well as a head light. 

I hope the Free State authorities will 

make ‘‘ bikes’’ observe the same regula- 
tions in the near future, as the present 
practice is an extremely dangerous one. I 
am an experienced cyclist, and I should 
much prefer to be without a front light 
than not to have a good reflector to save 
me from traffic coming behind. 
I suppose that in the future all unfor- 
tunate pedestrians will be compelled to 
carry front and rear lights, and, as I 
once heard the definition of drunkenness as 
““a person who is a danger to himself and 
a nuisance to everybody else,” the Civic 
Guard of the future, when entering the 
charge sheet of the lightless pedestrian, 
will simply describe him as a “drunk,” 
which ought to fill the bill. 


Fe oolish Pedestrians, 


I cannot understand how it is that 
Dublin does not head the list of all big 
towns for accidents to pedestrians; for 
truly if pedestrians in London and Paris 
behaved with the same happy-go-lucky 
carelessness there would have to be largely 
increased staffs of Coroners, and 'even then 
the Coroners would have to work overtime. 
For some time lately I have been watching 
the vagaries of the Dublin pedestrians, 
and I am simply filled with amazement 
at the hairbreadth escapes which some of 
them have had. Of course, we all know 
the type of old lady that runs half way 
across the street and then sees a motor car 
or bicycle coming, and tries to run back 
again. 

That type is not nearly so bad as the 
person who, walking along on the right- 
hand side of the footpath, suddenly steps 
off the path to make a diagonal short cut 
across the road, and never thinks of look- 
ing to see if any traffic is coming behind. 
This kind of agtic may be observed ad 
nauseam any day fn Dublin, and especially 
in Grafton street. Another variety is the 
one that prefers to walk in the street 
instead of on the footpath, and seems to 
think that it is more dignified to be run 
over by a motor car than to be knocked 
down by a perambulator.

Che Billiards Championship, 


Unusual interest attaches to the final 
heat in the Professional Billiards Cham- 
pionship, which was begun at Thurston’s 
Hall, London, on Monday last. The heat 
is one of 16,000 points up, and Newman, 
the present champion, is defending his 
title against the young Chesterfield piayer, 
Davis. It is regrettable that Smith, the 
Darlington professional, whom not a few 
believe to be the greatest living billiards 
player, has not seen his way to enter. 
Unly twice before did he compete, and on 
each occasion he came out as champion. 
There is this also, that in his numerous 
matches played on equal terms with New- 
man, he has shown himself at least as 
great a master of the game; indeed, I 
think that he has been the more consistent 
all-round scorer of the two. 

Six times in the past seven years has 
Newman won the Championship, and this 
year Davis makes his third appearance in 
the final heat. He has come forward 
much more rapidly than any other of the 
younger players. In cue-power and con- 
sistency of scoring he reminds one of the 
brilliant play of Smith. Close students 
of the game regard him as a coming 
champion. 


Davis's Chance. 


Two years ago, when Davis first played 
for the Championship, the present holder 
beat him easily, and pe year he repeated 
his performance, although Davis, by a 
rapid mastery of the um cannon 
stroke but newly sprung upon.the billiards 
world by Reece, had scored 2,501 points 
in a single break. . 

Recent matches have shown Davis to 
be a very formidable candidate for the 
Championship. It is only a few weeks 
ago since he beat Newman by a larger 
margin than the 1.500 pointe conceded to 
him by the champion in a handicap time- 
match. Davis on that occasion made the 
splendid average of 100 for each session 
of the match, while Newman’s average 
was 90. This seems to indicate a contest 
worthy of the Championship, but it is iar 
from likely that Newman, with his long 
experience of such matches and almost un- 
canny mastery of the game, will yield his 
title to so young a riv

ROMANCES OF THE 
YEAR'S PICTURES. 


—— —- & —— 


THE MILK BOY ARTIST. 
a 


(8y BYRON BELLINGHAM.) 


MONG the happiest men when May 
comes will the distinguished 
members of the Hanging Committee of 
tle Royal Academy. Their delicate and 
arduous labours will be at an end, and for 
good or ill the chosen pictures of the 
year will be on the walls. It is a task 
which always produces its difficulties, and 
not. infrequently its sensations. This 
year the judges had a painful embarrass- 
ment withou® parallel in the story of 
Burlington House. | 

A Royal Academician is entitled by 
right of the high honour he holds to be 
represented at the annual exhibition ; but 

r. Charles Sims, R.A., whose body was 
found near Melrose Abbey, had left as one 
tragic legacy six pictures for the Royal 
Academy, which were strangely unlike 
anything he had done before. They were 
painted near the scene of his death, and 
accompanied by long strings of curious 
quotations, and we shall never, it seems, 
know the secret of those six paintings. 

It has often happened, however, that 
an artist has claimed that a picture has 
been done under some psychic influence, 
Two years ago it was alleged that the 
artist of a painting, hung with the art 
of the year, had never had a lesson, and 
that this was entirely the work of a 
dream. 

Whether these final pictures by Charles 
Sims were the result of mysterious 
forces—or wild dreams—or, as Sir Frank 
Dicksee believes, the sad products of a 
fine brain broken under the strain of work 
seems now destined to be a subject of 
fascinating discussion for many years. 
Never has the Hanging Committee heen 
faced. with such a painful problem as in 
deciding upon the immediate fate of this 
unique and perplexing legacy of a great 
artist. 


MYSTERIOUS AND ELUSIVE. 


No one can ever envy the task of those 
who have to select the pictures for the 
Royal Academy. Two years ago the sensa- 
tion was the withdrawal of a much dis- 
cussed painting after it had been accepted 
by the Committee and hung. “The 
Breakdown, by Mr. John B. Souter, de- 
picted a negro jazz musician sitting on 
the shattered statue of a Greek goddess, 
while a nude girl danced as he played on 
his saxaphone. This subject, too, proved 
mysterious and elusive, and, sounding to 
the artist, it was intended to symbolise 
the downfall of art through the coming of 
jazz. It was subsequently removed at 
the request of the Colonial Office. The 
event was remarkable, however, because 
it was the first time when an outside 
authority had succeeded in influencing 
the judgment of the Committee of famous 
artists who sit in council at Burlington 
House. 

There was another year when the Hang- 
ing Committee withdrew a picture after 
it had been hung, and the painter was no 
less a person than Sir John Millais, who, 
even at that time, was a powerful figure 
in the world of art. Copies of his picture, 
“My First Sermon,” are hung in thou- 
sends of British homes, but probably few 
of its proud possessors are aware of the 
strange sequel that followed the pro- 
duction of * My Second Sermon.”’ 

It was sent to the Royal Academy in 
the year after the more famous picture 
had been shown, and it was duly hung. 
When the committee came to review the 
paintings in position on the walls “My 
Second Sermon ’’ was found placed among 
a group of works by the “ great unknown.” 
They promptly adjudged it a plagiarism, 
and spoke their minds freely about its 
technical crudities, and indignantly 
ordered it to be removed. This was done. 
A little later they asked for the name of 
the painter, and, when told that it was 
Millais, their confusion and perplexity 
was indescribable. 


WALLS STRIPPED. 


It is a frequent experience for the Com- 
mittee to change their minds, often dur- 
ing the process of hanging. Once they re- 
tired for luncheon, leaving the celebrated 
David Roberts to continue their werk. 
He was an artist of great gilts, but strong 
prejudices. When his colleagues returned 
one look around the gallery was sufficient. 
‘“He’s made the room a veritable Scot- 
land Yard museum,’’ one distinguished 
painter blazed forth. 

They immediately stripped the walls of 
all its paintings, and many of the victims 
did not get a second chance of being hung. 
As for the chief actors in the little 
comedy drama, it is said that they were 
enemies for the rest uí their lives. 

Yet even Royal Academicians are 
human, and it takes a great man, as well 
as a great artist, to remove his cwn 
picture simply to make room for a better 
one by a less-known painter. Chantrey, 
who left his fortune to enrich the art of 
the nation, was a member of the Hanging 
Committee who had been known to do 
this. Perhaps, he recalled how his own 
fate had been in the balance at the hands 
of the same body. His first picture was a 
source of anxiety to the Hanging Cum- 
mittee. | 

“I worked at it,” said the artist, when 
recalling his advancement from the lot of 
a ye boy doing a milk round in Shef- 
field, “in a garret with a paper cap on 
my head; and, as I could not then afford 
more than one candle, I stuck that one in 
my cap that it might move along with 
me, and give me light which ever way I 
turned.” The picture was a great head 
of Satan, but the Hanging Committee 
could not make up their minds about it. 
The famous Flaxman, however, was en- 
thusiastic, and he helped the young man 
on the road to fortune. 

The Hanging Committee were not 
obstinate, and, like true gentlemen, are 
ready to admit mistakes. Thus, when a 
picture was submitted by Mr. W. Jagger 
three years ago, it was rejected, but the 
wile of the artist believed in it, and, a 
year later, sent it in again without con- 
sulting her husband. This time the paint- 
ing was accepted and hung, and the 
E lic confirmed the faith of the lady who 
iad determined that the Hanging Com- 
mittee should be given another chance.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The. reports of the Exetutive Committee 
wéte stibmitted ‘to the meeting. The report 
fos “tvz7*8 ‘mentioned that the question of 
investing local authorities with power as to 
niainitenance and provision of public rights of 
way” had . been noted by the Ministry of 
Lecal Govetnment im connection with future 
legislation on the subject. A sub-committee 
had been appointed to formulate proposals 
for the reorganisation of County Council 
scháfhes for University ‘scholarships. _ The 
Exectitive Committee had under consideration 
the claim made’ by the Minister for Local 
Government that local authorities have no 
right to make appointments within the 
statutory period of three menths, either by 
promotion or otherwise, without his prior 
consent. The Committee can find no warrant 
in the Act for the Minister's claim, and they 
believe it to be directly at variance with the 
intention of the Oireachtas. 

The réport. of the Executive ‘Committee 
dealt. with the readjustment of grants in aid 
of local taxation, health insurance and medt- 
cal*services, atid the report of the Commis- 
sion on the Relief of the Poor and Insane, 
The view wase expressed that as to the 
citizens ‘of the Free State generally the 
matter of medical treatment in ill-health 
should be completely divorced from the 
administration of poor law relief. ‘The pre- 
sent annual cost oí existing medical ser- 
vices was, in round figures, $845,000, in re- 
spect of which the net charge on local rates 
was £694,000. It would be- almost idle to 
expect members oí local authorities respon- 
sible for the collection of rates to consider 
on, their merits’ proposals’ for reforms, how- 
ever desirable in themselves, which would 
involve additional expenditure, until a more 
equitable distribution of the burden as be- 
tween the ratépayer and the taxpayer was 
arrived at. The system under which grants- 
in-aid of local taxation are dependent on 
the collection of certain duties, having no 
relation to local administration, the proceeds 
of .which may be affected by legislation on 
questions of general national policy, is illogi- 
cal and indefensible, 

As to land purchase annuities, it was, in 
the opinion of the Executive Committee, un- 
just that the finances of local authorities 
should be dislocated in respect of the non- 
payment: of these annuities, over the collec- 
tion of which local councils. have no contrul, 
They recommended that steps should be 
taken by the Council to secure: that al) 
ee ge of jocal taxation be charged 

irectly on the Central Fund, and that the 
product “of. various duties hit paid into 
thé Local’ Taxation Account be paid into the 
Central Fund; that all liabilities hitherto 
charged on the Local: Taxation Account be 
charged on the Central Fund; that the capi- 
tation grant in respect of inmates of mental 
hospitals be 50 per cent. of the net charge; 
that 50 per cent. of the net expenditure on 
all local health services bé recouped from the 
State Fund. There was also a recommenda- 
tion that the double agricultural grant now 
received by County Councils should be made 
permanent, and be paid in full in quarterly 
instalments, and that the arrears due should 
be paid out. immediately. 


THE AGRICULTURAL GRANT, 

A discussiow took place with regard to the 
agricultural grant. 

Mr. Belton (Co Dublin) said that they 
should insist on their rights in the matter of 
the agricultural ‘grant. He thought that 
they should ask for 50 per cent. of. the 
actual rates issuing out of agricultural land. 

Mr.’ P. L. Ryan (South Tipperary) ex- 
pressed his willingness to second Mr. Bel- 
ton’s suggestion. The farmets in England, 
he said, were paying: no rates on agricultural 
land, 

Mr. Belton—There is a scheme in England 
to relieve agricultural land from rates alto- 
gether. 

The view was expressed by several dele- 
gates that Ireland should be put on the same 
footing as England. 

After further discussion, Mr. Belton 
moved, as an amendment to the recommenda- 
tion in the report; that. the Council should 
draw the attention of the Executive Council 
to the treatment of agriculture in-.England 
since 1808 as compared with the treatment 
meted out to agriculture in the Free State. 
In England the agricultural grant each year 
since 1898 amounted to & per cent of the 
actual rate on agricultural land. up to 
1923. Since that year the grant 
had ‘been 75 per cént.,. and. it (was 
roposed further to increase it. .. ' Our 
Boveriaient”” the amendment continued, 
‘should. éxtend to lrish agriculture in the 
matter. of increased agricultural grant the 
same “assistance ‘as is being extended in 
England. '' 

The amendment was agreed to, but on its 
being put-as a substantive resolution, 

Mr., Lynch (Cork) moved an amendment

The new scheme, which will be brought 
forward in the form of amendments to the 
original bill, involves the complete re- 
drafting of the measur®, Instead of 
merely placing horse racecourses outside 
the application of the Betting Act of 1855, 
which is all that the original bill did, it 
is now proposed specifically to legalise the 
use of totalisators ou horse racecourses, 
and to constitute an authority, to be 
known. as the Racecourse Betting Control 
Board, to regulate the use of the 
totalisator. 

This ‘body is to consist of a chairman, 
appointed ‘by the Minister of Agriculture, 
and seven other members—one appoin 
by the Minister of Agriculture, one by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, two by 
the Jockey Club, two by the. National 
Hunt Committee, and one by the Race- 
course Association, Limited. It will have 
power to issue and revoke certificates, 
approving grounds on which the totalisator 
may be used; to authorise the p’ ces at 
which betting may be carried ‘on on harse- 
racing grounds, and to establish and 
administer a totalisator fund, into which 
all moneys derived from the operation of 
the totalisator are to be paid. 

Subject to the deduction of expenses, 
etc.,. the moneys comprised in the fund 
are to be paid from time to time by the 
Board of the Jockey Club and National 
Hunt Committee, and any other associa- 
tion connected with horse-racing, in such 
proportions as the Board think fit, with a 
view to their being applied in accordance 
with any scheme for the time being in 
force for any purpose which is, in the 
opinion of the Board, conducive to the 
improvement of breeds of horses or the 
sport of horse-racing, or they may be 
applied by the Board for some charitable

FOU RMINES SEIZED.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
General Sandino’s forces have killed’ Mr. 
George B. Marshall, a United States citizen, 
who was assistant superintendent of the 
Laluz Mine in the Pispie district of Nicar- 
agua. This news is given in a wireless 
message receved at Nanagua to-day by Mr. 
Clifford D. Ham, Collector of General 
Customs, from the Deputy Collector at Puerto 
Cabezas. 
The message said further that the San- 
dinistas had seized, besides the Laluz Mine, 
the Bonansa, Neptune and Loné Star Mines. 
The American employés of the latter two 
escaped. 
General Sandino is apparently carrying out 
his threat of some uime ago to kill all United 
States citizens in Nicaragua, while United 
States marines, whom he calls invaders, 
remain in Nicaragua. 
Mr. Amphlett, the British superintendent 
of the Laluz Mine. would have been shot if 
he had been captured, because he was 
supposed to be an American. It was only 
by a happy accident that he was not at 
the mine when the raid occurred. 
There has been a fresh outbreak of banditry 
in the coffee region around San Marcos. In 
repulsing an attempt to release Pedro Ortega 
from jail there, marines and Nicaraguan 
‘guardsmen killed three attackers, who were 
armed with machetes, wounded four and took 
a number of prisoners, 


THE FRANCS CASE, 


MR. O’MALLEY’S APPEAL, 


An interesting statement was made in 
the House of Commons by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain yesterday with reference to 
Mr. O'Malley, who was dismissed from 
the Foreign Office following the revela- 
tions in the “francs case,” 

Sir Austen said that Mr. O'Malley had 
made an appeal against the decision which 
had been taken against him, and after 
full consideration of it Sir Austen. had 
decided, with the full approval of the 
Prime Minister, to allow thb appeal. Mr. 
O’Malley’s resignation ‘will not, therefore. 
be accepted, said Sir Austen. He will be 
placed en dtsabilité for one year, and will 
lose five years’ seniority. 


MORE EARTHQUAKES. 


SHOCKS AND TORRENTIAL 
RAIN IN CORINTH.

ATHENS, Wednesday. 

While it was hoped that the earth- 
quakes at Corinth were: over, - violent 
shocks, followed by rain and hailstorms, 
occurred there early this morning. The 
tents sheltering the distressed survivors 
were blown down and the earthquake 
victims exposed for hours to torrential 
rain. 

The few buildings in Corinth and 
Isthmia which had remained standing 
collapsed in the course of this morning’s 
earthquake. 

The officers and men of the British war- 
ships which have arrived here are afford- 
ing every possible assistance, and the 
Admiral commanding has informed the 
authorities that H.M.8. Eagle will arrive 
to-day with 500 tents and a large quantity 
of bread. 


BULGARIA’S DEATH-ROLLE,

An earthquake shock took place in 
Bulgaria at 11.30 a.m. to-day. Two 
persons were injured at Harmanly. There 
were no other casualties, and no damage 
is reported. 

According to official statistics, 103 
persons have been killed by the seismic 
disturbances and 700 injured. Over 10,000 
buildings collapsed, and over 10.500 have 
been rendered uninhabitable: The 
number of homeless persons is estimated 
at over 200,000. The material damage is 
estimated at over two milliard and a half 
levas—about 673 levas go to the pound 
sterling.

The serum which had been 
brought by Colonel Lindbérgh in such 
dramatic circumstances, after all, proved 
useless, as last night the doctors decided 
that the serum would not help the dying 
pilot, and it was not administered. 
Mr. Bennett's wife: and Commander 
Byrd were at the bedside when he died. 
They will accompany the body to the home 
of the dead airman in Brooklyn, where the 
funeral will take place with full naval 
and aviation honours. 
When Commander Byrd was asked what 
effect the death would have on his plans 
for flying to the South Pole, he said that 
he would prefer not to discuss the matter 
at present. The commander was. ob- 
viously greatly distressed at the death of 
his intimate friend.

KILLED WHH.E TRYING TO 
BEAT “ RECORD,” 
Mr. Frank Lockhart, the American rac- 
ing motorist, was killed at Daytona Beach, 
Florida, yesterday, when travelling at 
more than 200 miles an hour in an 
attempt to break the speed record. When 
he crashed he was driving his famous 


tile’’ type of car, designed primarily to 
minimise wind resistance by presenting as 
small a surface as possible to the wind. 
It was claimed that it was capable of a 
speed of 220 miles an hour, but, in the 
view of some experts, its design made for 
instability at high speed. | 
Mr. Lockhart’s career was crowded with 
thrilling episodes. As recently as February 
22nd last he had a remarkable escape from 
death on Daytona Beach when trying to 
break the record of 206.9 miles an hour 
set up by. Captain -Malcolar “Campbell. 
Watched by hitindreds of people, he 
suddenly. swerved when travelling at a 
‘terrific “speed and shot straight into the 
sea. fyveryone thought then that he 
would be found dead in the car, but, 
although pinned down by the foot, he 
escaped serious injury. 
Captain Campbell, who saw the accl- 
dent, attributed it to. wind getting under 
the back of the car on account of its light- 


ness. 

While Mr. Day Keech; the American 
driver, was making his successful attempt 
on the record at Daytona Beach on Sun- 
day, his engine back-fired, and his body 
was spraved with flaming petrol. one of 
his arms being badly burned. His speed 
was 207.552 miles per hour,

sorry. Lockhart was a magnificent fellow, 
and T am distressed at the loss of so great 
a gentleman.”’

The cost of animal feeding stufis has shown 
a marked advance since last April. In tbe 
case of maize meal,.on which some farmers 
spend approximately two-thirds of their total 
Cutlay on purchased feeding stuffs, the price 
has advanced by almost 40 per cent. during 
the past twelve months—from 8s.

In collecting store cattle and assorting 
them into lots, the use of the ash stick is 
still all too common.

FROM IRELAND.

to an agricultural survey of some parishes 
in the South of Scotland which: is 
well worth study. The character of 
the two surveys covered in the cur- 
rent instalment is so much in iine 
with some recent recommendations of our 
own, as strongly to confirm our desire to see 
similar surveys begin in Ireland; but, alto- 
gether apart from this, they are interesting 
and valuable, both in their contrasts with 
some Irish districts and also for possible 
comparisons. ‘ 


How Farming Becomes Unprofitabte. 


One survey, perhaps the most interesting 
for us, was made in a dairying parish in 
Wigtownshire, a county whose rainfall and 
salubrious climate conduce to successful 
dairying. The parish included 54 holdings, 
of which seven were under 50 acres, eight 
were between 50 and 100, thirteen were over 
300, and the balance lay between 700 and 
300. Thinking highly, as we do, of Southern 
Scottish agriculture, it is disappointing to 
learn that the management of more than half 
these holdings was assigned by the recorders 
to class “ B,” and 14 to class ‘‘C,”’ only nine 
being in the “A”' class. We are tempted to 
ask: ‘‘ Stands Scotland where she did?”’ But 
perhaps this is not typical of, say, the best 
farmed Lothians; and a more pertinent in- 
quiry is: How did these 54 holdings stand in 
respect of profit, making? The answer, 
alas, is that most of the purely dairy 
holdings were being run last year at a loss. 
There may be many reasons for this, but one 
stands out. The investigators point out that 
cheese, the pzincipal product marketed, was 
sold ungradea to private traders by un- 
organised, individual farmers. There have 
been discussions on grading, but the farmers 
have not got beyond the talk stage, and the 
investigators express the opinion that #‘con‘ 
siderable amount of propaganda and educa- 
tion will be necessary before organised mar- 
keting and grading can be successfully ac- 
complished. The writers find a somewhat 
similar situation in regard to eggs. Scotland 
has a hve Agricultural Organisation Society, 
which has brought about useful results in the 
Glasgow milk business for producers as well, 
we understand (and this is remarkable) as 
for consumers. It would seem either that 
the Wigtownshire farmers have not yet dis- 
covered cooperation, or else that their 
Organisation Society has not solved’ the 
problem of cheese marketing. 


Small Profits and a Moral. 


The other parish surveyed was in Dum- 
friesshire. It contained 33. holdings, of 
which only one was under 50 acres, 16 were 
between 150 and 300 acres, and 13 over 300. 
Here, again, the returns were unsatisfactory, 
both for 1925 and 1926. (It strikes us as pos- 
sible that the investigations carried out last 
year may have favourably influenced that 
year's returns, but, of course, that point does. 
not come. within the purview of the article.) 
On about one-third of these holdings the 
smal] ‘‘ margin of profit’’ made “after keep- 
ing the house going’’, was “ insufficient to 
represent a return for management alone.’’ 
Another third only gave the tenant and his 
family “board and lodging, or part of it.” 
The remainder had no returns, or made losses. 
Altogether, this is a depressing, though use- 
ful, story.. Only where there were dairy 
stock pe | stores kept was even a small profit 
made. Stores and home-bred bullocks only 
afforded ‘‘a reasonable opportunity to make 
ends meet.” (We presume no profits accrued.) 
In this parish the milk was sent to the 
examiners, and contracts were entered into 
for the winter months. No mention is made, 
in the report, of the Scottish Organisation 
Society, but we infer that, whether 
directly or indirectly its influence 
was an element. amongst the amieliorat- 
ing factors, since combined dairying seems 
profit-making. But this survey discloses. like 
the other, the absence of combination, except 
for milk production. There is a suspicion 
that local merchants keep these farmers tied 
to them, probably by credits, an old story! 


What We May Learn From Scotland, 


If we hold that Ireland points out a way 
in which some of these farmers might usefully 
experiment, it should neither be assumed’ 
that they have nothing to teach us, nor 
that we have ourselves travelled so far upon 
tnese paths of organisation as to place us in a 

ition of unchallengealée superiority. In- 
eed, one value of adopting the principle of 
local surveys in this rt would be to 
enable us to set up new and clearer standards 
of progress. A recent instance of what we 
mean will be found in the current dairyin 

developments initiated in Co. Meath an 
other ‘‘ home counties.” There is a notable 
awakening in these districts which might be 
turned to the best effect if some definite 
measure of the progress which follows the 
adoption of “the new methods could 
be devised, an authentic standard of 
advance being evolved from local com- 
parisons. For instance, as the dairying 
system begins to invade Meath from Cavan, 
might not its progress be charted through 
comparative returns of costs, prices, turnover 
and profits? These might be recorded side 
by side with other types of farming in dis- 
tricts near enough to the enlarging creamery 
areas to make the comparisons ran and 
tical. For in some ways our problem is

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FOR A OUICK TURNOVER, 


Although egg production is usually the 
chief object of poultry-keeping, a g deal 
of attention has been given lately to the 
possibilities. of table poultry. ormerly, ' 
surplus cockerels were considered a loss to 
the producer, and so the fewer cockerels and 
more pullets in a hatch the better; but. 
perhaps the cockérel is not such a money- 
loser as he would appear. 

Specialising in table sag has some ad 
vantages compared with egg-production. It 
gives a quicker turn-over and needs a 
smaller nee outlay. The work is con- 
fined mainly to the first six months of the 
year, and there is not such a heavy outlay 
for housing as would be needed for a flock 
of layers. The farmer turns over his ‘money 
in a lump sum in three to four months from 
the date of hatching, instead of rearing 
pullets to the laying st bout seven 
months—and getting his money piecemeal. 


Some Good Prices. 


The best paying trade in table poultry is 
done during the spring and early summer, 
when supplies are scarce and a small chicken 
fetches a fairly high price. This means that 
the farmer must commence hatching oper 
ations in December, and have a stock of 
vigorous hens to supply fertile eggs in mid- 
winter,, He must have incubators and brood- 
in accommodation for rearing early 
chickens intensively; so, though the profits 
may be substantial, there is some trouble 
and risk in out-of-season breeding, hatching 
and rearing, at-least until the farmer gains 
some experience. 


When Table Birds are Wanted. 


However, apart from the production of 
early chickens, which may present some diffi- 
culties to the ordinary farmer, there ‘s 
always a good demand for better class 
chickens from May onward. Supplies are 
still so scarce in May and early in ó ma that 
a well-fed chicken weighing from 3lb. to 4lb. 
will always fetch a good price. Later on, 
the market is flooded with all the unwanted 
cockerels that have been kept for five or 
even six months, and have been running 
round, on some days well fed, and on others 
starved. These come to market with big 
scraggy bodies and hard flesh. Quick growth 
us essential to good table~fowl. 


Proper Marketing, 


Next to production, comes the 
tion of MA: The price 
by country dealers is not always 
énticing, but if the farmer is near a 
fairl Rains town and can supply nice fat 
chickens, cleanly plucked and properly 
trussed, he will soon find a steady demand 
for them, and will generally get a good price. 
Sending to the London market is pr le in 
the dase of very early chickens in April and 
May, but they must be of the very best 
quality, not necessarily very large, and the 
preparation and packing must properly 
done to ensure them arriving in good con- 
dition. 

As the best table chickens are white- 
skinned, very soft in flesh, and also 
plump, we must look for breeds having most 
or al’ of these qualities. The Sussex, in al! 
its varieties, is in great demand in the 
London market, but a great many people 
prefer to use a cross. such as an Old. English 
or Irish Fighting Game, with any of the 
eneral purpose hens, such as Wyandottes or 
ight Sussex. This gives a splendid table 


ehicken. 
Table Fowl and Layers. 


For those who wish to combine egg-produc- 
tion with table chicken raising the Light 
Sussex, White Wyandottes and Rhode Island 
Reds are a good choice. The Light Sussex 
has the advantage of white legs and flesh, 
but the Wyandotte feeds well and grows 
quickly, making a good table bird at fourteen 
or fifteen weeks ; and though we sold almost a 
hundred locally last summer we never found 
customers objecting to its yellow shanks ; it is 
the flesh that matters. The Rhode Island 
Red takes slightly longer to fill out than the 
Wyandotte, but is a larger bird when ma- 
tured. Separate the sexes as soon as possible, 
so that cockerels can be given a more fatten- 
ing diet than the pullets. This is why many 
like to use sex-linked crosses such as Rhode 
Island Red x Light Sussex. The sex can be 
distinguished when chicks are hatched. 

Weight and condition depend more on the 
chickens being well fed and growing quickly 
from the early stages than on any special 
fattening just before killing. The farmer has 
the advantage of usually having plertty of 
skim-milk, which is splendid for growth, and 
also helps to make fine white flesh. Me 
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LAMBS FOR. FAT MARKET, 


In the early part of the season, say in 
April and May, fat lambs, uncut and nn- 
docked, may be marketed anywhere, writes 
Mr. James Cameron, but later on strong un- 
cut and undocked lambs do not take ‘well 
in representative Scotch markets. Male lambs 
left in their natural state tend to “ shoot ”’ 
or grow rapidly in late June and on through 
July, and their backs are not covered" with 
flesh, as are the backs of the male lambs 
operated on at a few months old. So far as 
Glasgow and the West of Scotland are con- 
cerned, the cut and docked lamb marketed 
in July, let one say, is usually worth more 
by twopence per lb. than the “ unaltered ” 
lamb, Glasgow is much more finical in its 
task than are each Lancashire towns as 
Bury and Bolton, for instance. In mutton 
and lamb these towns are more intent on 
securing bulk for their money. But they are 
gradually changing, just as Stafford and 
neighbourhood are. Thirty years ago the 
“black country” could eat mutton that had 
a stronger resemblance to fat pork than to 
anything else. With a new generation and 
choice of greatly improved quality in foreign 
and Colonial meat we find a distaste for the 
over-fed home material.. 

With reference to the “altering ’’ of male 
lambs the knife must, of course, be used for 
docking the tails, but the gripping or squeez- 
ing instrument, can be very smartly applied 
for destroying the spermatic cords, 
It is now very much used for calves, 
and anyone who has had a les- 
son from a veterinary surgeon can 
use it quite effectively. My purpose may be 
served by directing more general attention to 
a matter which concerns the feeder of com- 
mercial animals. Improved marketing is a 
most important consideration. |

GAELIC SPEAKING MIGRANTS. 


On the Burnham promontory of the Ventry 
Estate, in the extreme west of the Dingle 
ninsula, there are now located thirteen 
amilies who speak Gaelic fluently. Hight of 


Irish-speaking parts of Co. Kerry, while five 
were employés of the late Lord Ventry, and 
claimed a right to land on the property where 
they worked. Their newly-buith houses stand 
out as indications of the operations of the 
Irish Land Commission in that part of the 
country, while every effort has been made to 
bring the holdings into a state of productive- 
ness. It is a big change from the time when 
the promontory was very largely a sheep run. 
By some of those on the farms English is 
spoken slightly, but most of them speak 
Gaelic only, so that they could not with ad- 
vantage be migrated to any other district. 
There is still a lot of work to be done in the 
way of road-making, and it will be a little 
time before the surroundings of the 
become really home-like. Meantime, the occu- 
pants are working hard with the industry 
which is ‘characteristic of Kerrymen, Some of 
the upland grazing is very rough, and live 
stock losses have been caused, it is believed, 
by this.
